A new Board of Railroad nnd Ware- 
house Commuuonors having been con- 
firmed by (ho Senate, my term of offico 
IB thereby ended. I beg leave to make 
a statement in regard to my relation to 
that Commission which, under the 
forma of official reports, could not bo 
properly made. The Commission was 
unhappily constituted in tho beginning. 
Mr. Kroner, who was appointed an its 
legal member, and upon whoso profes- 
sional attainments it was expected that 
the Board would mainly rely, was early 
found, whilst possessing ample knowl- 
edge of his duty, to be acting as in the 
interest of tho various railroad corpor- 
ations of the State, and proved to bo a 
dead weight and drags upon all tho ef- 
forts made bj tho other members of the 
Commission to enforce the laws of tho 
State, regulating tho rates of clmrg'es 
by railroad*) 


In spite of the strenuous efforts of 


himself as Chairman and legal member 
of the Commission to stifle judicial in- 
vestigations, and thus prolong the de- 
cision of tho right of tho people to con- 
trol tho railroads of the State, the casu 
commenced in the McLean 
County 


Court has been pushed through to a de- 
cision in the Supreme Court, and only 
failed in recovering final judgment of 
forfeiture and ouster by reason of cer- 
tain formal defects in tho freight act of 
1871, which, it is said by good author- 


ity, 
may bo easily remedied. 


The right of tho State to control all 


its railroad corporations is, it seems, 
abundantly established by this decision 
of the Supreme Court, and while the 
formal judgment was in favor of tho 
railroad company paoscoutod, yet the 
substantial decision upholds the right 
claimed by the Legislature to control 
and regulate the charges of railronda 
for tho transportation 
of property, BO 


as to prevent unjust discriminations 
and extortions. 


When the views of tho Supreme 


Court shall bo met, nnd the act of 1371 
modified in some of its details, and sug- 
gested, then tho various railroad compa- 
nies of tho State will be subjected to 
such just control as tho wisdom of the 
Legislature and tho interests of the 
people at large may scorn to demand. 


I am happy in believing that under 


our form of government, nothing is 
more certain, tho ozporionca of Groat 
Britain and Belgium to tho contrary 
notwithstanding, and tho Dartmouth 
College decision also, than that the rail- 
road corporations of this State and the 
country at large will bo brought into 
just relations with the necessities of the 
people, by laws having duo regard for 
tho rights of such to the other, 


These corporations will be required 


to conduct their bu"incso with thorough 
•conomy and sound system, in lieu of 
the present vicious transportation mclec, 
tho outgrowth mainly of the foolish 
strifes of dishonest railroad manipula- 
tors, and will be permitted to make just 
dividends only upon the aotual capital 
really invested, the result of reasonable 
rates and intelligent and economical 
management. 
Profitable and unprofit- 


able business will not bo allowed to be 
thrown together 
indiscriminately ns 


now, and aggregate earnings, without 
limit of lair, lumped out, with no cer- 
tain knowledge of their details, except 
that wrongful 
discriminations 
have 


been made against all unprotected com- 
munities, and extortionate rates charged 
in all possible oases. 


My knowledge, obtained ts it mem- 


ber of tho Board of Ikilroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners, since its 
organization, convinces mo that with 
proper modifications of tho laws, indi- 
cated by experience, tho Commission 
may be made highly useful to the inter 
eels of the people at largo, both in rcj 
ferenoo to its control over the railroads 
of the State, and also ns to tho inspec- 
tion, receipt and transfer of grain in 
the warehouses of Chicago and else- 
where. 


A commission, properly constituted 


with personi earnestly ro»o|?cd to en- 
force the laiw ImQeotivetf private in- 
tercst, eannafc fail to advance tho wel- 
fare of all the oitiMUB of tha1 State. 


In reference ,to rAifrwulfi , ami ware- 


bongos, the board- W contemplated by 
the Uw omtihgpt, is doubtJesn the beat 
form in'wbfch to, delegate 
executive 


powers, for, tiff pmposMi 'intended. 
It 


is to be hop'ed-th'erefore, that no-ohangc 
will be made itf this regard,1 at least! un- 
til a more thorougWdcradnl|tration shall 
have been made byHh(>hew\bo»rd, with 
amended laws and a suitable appropria- 
tion of money to enforce obedience _to 
them, 


In 
conclusion, permit me, through 


your paper, to thank all those friends 
who have so kindly expressed their con- 
fidence iu me, that my obligations as 
commissioner were faithfully adhered tn 
and that my official duties wore curnMl- 
ly performed.
